TORNADOES, 
HAILSTORMS 
AND 
WATERSPOUTS. 


At this season of the year, when 
storms of limited area and great vio­ 
lence are apt to occur, we are equally 
apt to suffer from . outbreaks of news­ 
paper meteorology which are some­ 
times almost as appalling as the phe­ 
nomena they attempt to explain. We 
may be excused, therefore, for assum­ 
ing that the subject is one of popular 
interest, and for compiling some of the 
more signiticant and certain results of 
observation and scientilic deduction 
with regard to the origin, conditions 
and behavior of this class of storms. 


the vortex where the ascending cur­ 
rents are weak, or near it after the up- 
rush has been sufficiently exhausted. 
Sometimes, as in the case of the cloud 
burst, an almost incredible amount of 
accumulated hail may fall in a short 
time, when the energy of the system is 
suddenly spent.

As many as thirteen layers 
have been observed in large hailstones, 
showing that they must have made 
half a dozen circuits, being successively 
thrown out of the frosty vortex above 
and sucked in below by tho inflowing 
currents, each time adding to their coat­ 
ing of snow and ice before their final 
fan to earth.

Terrors researches on 
cyclones, tornadoes and waterspouts, 
in which the theory of cyclones is math­ 
ematically discussed at great length, 
with a comparison of the results thus 
obtained with the facts of observation. 
We may safely draw from this treatise 
•ach information as may seem of inter­ 
est to landsmen at this time, with reas­ 
onable confidence that we shall not be 
misled with respect either to facts o“ 
inferences. Although largely similar 
Co cyclones and governed by the same 
general principles, tornadoes form a 
distinct class ct meteoric phenomena. 
Tho initial 
temperature * conditions 
which give rise to cyclones generally 
extend over large areas. The condi­ 
tions of tornadoes depend rather upon 
vertical 
relations 
of 
temperature, 
under which the unstable 
equilib­ 
rium of the 
atmosphere is liable 
to 
be 
violently 
disturbed 
by 
•light local changes of temperature 
causing the under strata of air to burst 
up through the overlying strata. 
A 
cyclone is usually a broad, flat, gyrat­ 
ing disk of atmosphere, very many 
times greater in width than in altitude; 
a tornado may be regarded as a column 
of gyrating air in which the altitude is 
several times greater than its diameter 
The enormous velocities of the ascend 
ing currents in a tornado appear to be 
caused by the differences between tho 
gyratory velocities above and those very 
near the earth’s surface. The former 
largely prevent the air from pressing in 
to fill up the partial vacuum near the 
center, while the smaller gyratory vc 
locitics near the earth allow it to rush 
in there to supply the draughL The 
tendency of friction is constantly to use 
up the energy of gyration so th; 
tornado cannot continue very long 
The ascending currents carry up an 
enormous amount of aqueous vapor in 
to the upper regions 01 the air, where 
it is condensed and produces the heavy 
rains observed in connection with tor­ 
nadoes. An ascending current of sixty 
meters a second, which cannot be un­ 
usual in tornadoes, would furnish, under 
extreme conditions of air saturation, 
four inches of rain a minute, if it were 
to fell directly back. With such an as­ 
cending velocity, however, no rain 
could so fall. It would be thrown out 
side the vortex, giving an immense 
though lighter fell ot rain over 
larger area, especially if the tornado 
in its irregular progressive motions 
should remain stationary or nearly so 
for several minutes. If the velocity of 
the ascending current is not so great 
that the water is all carried up to where 
the currents are outward from the vor­ 
tex, and yet great enough to prevent its 
falling back, there may be in the lower 
part of the cloud a vast accumulation of 
rain, prevented from falling by the as­ 
cending currents and from being dis­ 
pelled oy the inflowing currents from 
all sides toward the vortex. When tho 
sustaining energy of the tornado is ex­ 
hausted by friction or by the weight of 
water accumulated in the cloud, the 
water is liable to fall in mass, causing 
what Is called a cloud burst This is 
especially liable to occur in mountain 
ous regions, for contact with a moun­ 
tain must greatly interfere with tho 
gyratory motion of the tornado and the 
inflowing currents below, and tend to 
break up the system at once and let the 
whole load of water drop suddenly. 
The water in cloud bursts is generally 
poured down. Long before the ascend 
mg currents are reduced so as to allow 
the water to fell in drops it seems to 
collect at certain places and force its 
way in a solid stream down through the 
ascending air. 
Having once made an 
outlet for itself the water is necessarily 
accelerated In velocity, so that before 
reaching the earth the stream may be 
pouring with Irresistible force, cutting, 
when it strikes, the sharply marked 
and often deep chasms left by cloud 
bursts, especially on hill-sides. 
When the ascending current carries 
the vapor into the region of frost— 
which is at a lower altitude within the 
gyrating funnel than outside of it—the 
condensed vapor is converted into hail. 
The small hailstones may then be kept 
suspended near the base of the snow 
cloud and enlarged by additions of 
freezing rain. 
In this wav compact 
homogeneous hailstones of ordinary 
sice are formed. At the height of 7,000 
yards the air has lost more than half its 
density, yet an ascending velocity of 
twenty yards a second, wftich must be 
no unusual one in tornadoes, would 
sustain even at that altitude hailstones 
of considerable size. It is not neces­ 
sary that the hailstones should remain 
in the freezing region a long time, or 
remain stationary. They may be car­ 
ried from this vortex out where the as­ 
cending current ie small, and, dropping 
down some distance, may be carried 
into the vortex by inflowing currents 
and again thrown ap to the region of 
frost The nucleus of largo hailstones 
is usually compacted snow. A small 
bell of snow saturated with nun is car­ 
ried higher and freezes; and being of 
lo gravity than compact hail 
whl ire ft receives a thick coat­ 
ie© from the unfrozen water 
dashed against it, and afterwards falls 
to the earth, either at a distance from 


javy i 
the vicinity. On land dust and light 
substances are carried ap, and as they 
arc being collected from all sides by 
inflowing currents toward the vortex 
below, they assume the form of a conc 
which meets the descending spout, 
falling .apparently from the clouds, and 
thus give the whole phenomenon the 
appearance of an hour-glass. 
The observed diameter of water­ 
spouts range between two and two 
hundred feet or more, and their heights 
from thirty to fifteen hundred feet 
sometimes very much more; but none 
of these observations can be regarded 
as at all exact. 
With a high tempera­ 
ture and a very low dew point Mr. Ter­ 
rel calculates that a water spout might 
reach a mile in height, but such condi­ 
tions must occur rarely. 
Water spouts 
are often observed to drop down from a 
cloud iii an incredibly short space of 
time, aud to be drawn jap again in the 
same manner; but this is all ail illusion. 
When the gyrations are such as to not 
quite reduce tho tension and tempera­ 
ture in the center, so as to condense the 
aqueous vapor and make it visible, a 
very slight increase at once reduces the 
temperature sufficiently, and the spout 
appears from ton to bottom almost in­ 
stantaneously. .just the reverse of this 
takes place, when the spout breaks, and 
it seems to be drawn up instantly; it is 
dissolved, not lifted. Tornadoes and 
waterspouts originate only in an un­ 
stable state of equilibrium of the air, 
which requires an unusually rapid de­ 
crease of temperature with increase of 
altitude. 
This can take place Only 
when the strata nearest the earth are 
unusually heated; 
accordingly they 
never occur 
at 
night or in the 
winter, 
and 
but rarely in cloudy 
weather, lf any agitation of the air, 
such as that arising from the discharge 
of cannon, tends to break up these me­ 
teors, then any considerable disturb­ 
ance of the air from any cause must 
tend to prevent their formation. Henco 
they occur at sea and on the lakes only 
when there is little or no wind. 
White squalls arc invisible spouts. 
In such cases the dew Doint is so low, 
and the cloud when formed so high, 
that the gyrations arc invisible. Still 
the gyrations and the rapidly ascending 
cuiTcnt in the central part are there, 
and also the rising and the boiling of 
the sea. Over the boiling sea, high un 
in the air, is a patch of white cloud, 
formed by the condensation of the 
vapor when it reaches the required 
height. The bulls-eyc squalls on the 
west coast of Africa arc of precisely the 
same nature. In these cases the air is 
too dry to furnish the cloud necessary 
to make the spout or center of the 
gyratory movement visible. 
In hot, dry climates these ascending 
whirls of air form sand spouts or pillars 
of sand. Both water spouts and sand 
spouts are hollow.—Scientific American.

For several years, says the Tucson 
(Arizona) iHtizcn, the existence of a 
curious cave near Grcatcrviltc has been 
known to the miners of tin* vicinity, but 
the diificulty of thorough exploration 
has deterred many from visiting it, and 
half its wonderful extent Is as yet un­ 
known. 
From I*. J. Coyne, a well­ 
known and reliable prospector, who is 
in tho city, in company with Mr. John­ 
son, a Citizen reporter this morning 
gathered some interesting facts regard­ 
ing the cave, the result of a partial ex­ 
ploration. The cave, which is known 
fly the miners as tho Aztec, is located 
about four miles south of the (ireatcr- 
ville placers, in a limestone ridge. Quite 
recently a party of miners, numbering 
eight or ten, including Mr. Coyne, de­ 
termined to discover, if possible, the 
extent and resources of the cave, and 
provided themselves with ropes, can­ 
dles and other necessities. They ex­ 
plored seventeen rooms in all, the corri­ 
dors and approaches to which extend 
for nearly a mile from the entrance. 
They experienced great ditliculty, as 
their progress was frequently interrupt­ 
ed by abrupt breaks in the plane of the 
cave, .at which breaks they rapidly used 
up their available supply of ropes. The 
eave has two entrances, which lead into 
an oval caft’ity, thence a corridor leads 
into a large room, and thence lino a 4 
still larger. In from the latter arc two 
smaller cavities, and these comprise the 
extent of former explorations. In them 
have been found at various times in tho 
past relics of indian occupation, includ­ 
ing arrows and skeletons. In one placo 
several Indian skeletons were found in 
a depression in tho floor of the cave, 
evidently fashioned by human hands. 
The latter room is described as being of 
marvelous beauty. It is irregular in 
shape, and is full of all the various 
forms which tho action of lime has the 
power to create. In one of these rooms 
is a group of almost perfect statuary. 
It consists of a largo block of lime­ 
stone in the shape of a man. woman and 
child, tho man being in the center, and 
also having the closest resemblance to 
humanity. The head is especially like J 
that of a man, having tho featurcs a1- 1 
most distinct and surmounted by a hat. 
A short distance away from the group 
in the flickering candle-light, the illusion 
is said to be absolutely perfect. At this 
point the cave discloses the strange feat- j 
lire of being two-storied, to reach the 
lower rooms of which it was necessary I 
lo descend by means of ropes. Here ! 
the extent of the old explorations cease, 
aud the adventurers liad to be careful 
lest some now and strange feature of | 
the cave might cause them trouble. In 
one of a group of three lower rooms was 
found a huge stalagmite, which was in- ; 
stinctively called Poinpcy’s Pillar. It j 
is three feet in diameter at the base, 
aud lessens gracefully in size to the I 
roof of the cave, thirty feet high. This 
is probably 600 feet below the surface. 
From tho rooms last mentioned a corri­ 
dor leads to a very largo and irregular 
cavity, and from this small corridors 
lead to very beautiful rooms, which 
were given tho names of different mem­ 
bers of the exploring party. The one 
named for Mr. Cloyne is the largest in 
tho cave. 
From what was nameil 
“ Hale's room” the party followed a 
steeply-inclined tunnel seventy-five or 
eighty feet long, which terminated in a 
large abyss sixty or seventy feet in di­ 
ameter. 
After lowering one of tile
